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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 1,2,5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Wittkampf in view of Crowley US 5,588,432. Wittkampf discloses a catheter having a 
sensing electrode and means for providing RF energy to ablate tissue within the heart. 
Wittkampf discloses means coupled to the electrode for delivering and/or receiving a 
current pulse. The current pulse is coupled to a separate electric potential external to 
the heart, such as reference electrode R. Wittkampf using the current pulse to provide 
an indication of the location of the catheter and creates an image of the location within 
the heart. Wittkampf fails to disclose the use of a plurality of therapy electrodes at the 
distal end of the catheter to deliver the Rf energy, a drug delivery lumen or an 
angioplasty balloon. Crowley discloses a therapy catheter with a sensing electrode, a 
therapy electrode mounted at the distal end (Fig. lA, 15A); a drug-delivery lumen (Fig. 7 
A-D, column 17, lines 43-65); inflatable balloon at the distal end (Figs. 19a-19c). It 
would have been obvious to someone of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to provide the therapy catheter of Wittkampf with treatment means as taught 
by Crowley. Such a modification merely involves the substitution of one known type of 
treatment means on a catheter for another. 
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Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Wittkampf 
in view of Walinsky et al. Wittkampf discloses a catheter having a sensing electrode 
and means for providing RF energy to ablate tissue within the heart. Wittkampf 
discloses means coupled to the electrode for delivering and/or receiving a current pulse. 
The current pulse is coupled to a separate electric potential external to the heart, such 
as reference electrode R. Wittkampf using the current pulse to provide an indication of 
the location of the catheter and creates an image of the location within the heart. 
Wittkampf fails to disclose the use of a microwave waveguide for delivering microwave 
energy to the ablation site. Walinsky et al. disclose a catheter for microwave ablation; a 
coaxial waveguide; an antenna at the distal end for locating and guiding the catheter. It 
would have been obvious to someone of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to provide the therapy catheter of Wittkampf with treatment means as taught 
Walinsky et al. Such a modification merely involves the substitution of one known type 
of treatment means on a catheter for another. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed November 30, 2006 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. Applicant's arguments regarding Crowley are not understood in 
that the reference was used not as a teaching of imaging to locate a catheter but as a 
teaching of providing a therapy catheter with a sensing electrode, a therapy electrode 
mounted at the distal end (Fig. lA, 15A); a drug-delivery lumen (Fig. 7 A-D, column 17, 
lines 43-65); inflatable balloon at the distal end (Figs. 19a-19c). Therefore, the type of 
imaging used to determine catheter location disclosed by Crowley is irrelevant in 
determining whether it would have been obvious to have modified Wittkampf to include 
the treatment means taught by Crowley. Applicant's arguments regarding Walinsky are 
not understood in that the reference was used not as a teaching of means used to 
locate a catheter but as a teaching of providing a catheter for microwave ablation; a 
coaxial waveguide; an antenna at the distal end for locating and guiding the catheter.
